ON CANNING PEAS 


MiitlUon—The most stringent regu- 
lations lor pen canning in the entire 
nation will become effective In Wis- 
consin June 1, under order:; issued by 
the. 
state department of markets at 


the direction of Commissioner Kd- 
ward Nordman. As a result of the 
regulations. Ineiulrlcs arc; coming to 
the state dopartment from all part:-; 
of the nation, asking about the regu- 
lations, the requirements and pur- 
poses of the order. 


The regulations were issued to pro- 
tect the Wisconsin pen canning indus- 
try, it is stated by Alvan C. Rels. at- 
torney of the department. Over 50 
percent of the peas canned In the na- 
tion arc canned In Wisconsin. Last 
year's production is cstlmnted at !'.- 
000.000 cases, with an estimated value 
of .'1:7.000.000. 
The new regulations prescribe, first 


of all, new reciuircments fur labels 
or tags on peau canned in Wisconsin 
us to variety. 
Under the order, the 


words "Karly Variety Peas" arc re- 
eiulred to appear on the label of every 
can containing peas which are from 
seed of early maturing sorts having 
a smooth skin. Tho words "sugar 
pens" or "sweet variety peas" arc re- 
quired to appear upon the lable of 
every can containing peas which m u 
from seed of late maturing; varieties. 
having a wrinkled skin and sweet 
flavor. 


The order also Includes regulations 


ns to the sizes which shall appear on 
lables. Including ten different classes.

still another is the only known copy 


of the 5-ccnt envelope stamp Issued by the An- 
napolis post office, which cost $3,000. 


Other postmaster's Issues of great Interest and 


value In Mr. Hind's collection are: 5-ccnt Milbury, 
Mass.: a splendid ij-cent Brattleboro on tlie orig- 
inal envelope; both the B and 10 cent Haltlmores, 
the latter being one of only two copies on tho 
original envelope; the St. Louis 3. 10 and 20-cent 
values. Including a complete sheet with three oC 
the fives and three of the tens; the Alexandria G- 
ccnt buff; the red and blue Xew Haven envelope 
stamps; and many line specimens ot the Xcw 
York 0-cent stamp with the beautifully engraved 
head of Washington. 
In the completeness and 


perfection of the early American Issues this col- 
lection la unsurpassed. 
• * * • 


The most famous rare stamp In the world is 


the 1-cent British Guiana of. 1S56, which was re- 
cently bought by a Swiss collector for $30,000 In 
the Paris auction of the Korrary collection. 
It 


Is a tiny bit of carmine-colored paper bearing 
tlie design of a ship which is framed by the motto 
—"Damns petimusque vlcissini"—as well ns the 
inscription "British Guiana. Postage One Cent." 


This precious specimen was discovered in the 


colony by a young man named Araugluui in Hie 
year 187^. 
Five years later. It suddenly' turned 


up in England, where at llrst It sold for a few 
shillings ao a philatelic curiosity. Later, it was 
purchased by the Baron de la Itenotiere Ferrary, 
for a little more than $300, and placed at the head' 
of his world-famous collection. There It remain- 
ed for -14 years In quiet seclusion, but ai: the time 
creating the greatest excitement In stamp circles 
elsewhere. 
This wa.i due to the many attempts 


that were made to forge il. 
One of tho forger- 


ies, appearing In one of the British colonies, c.-ms- 
ed collectors to rush from all parts of the world to 
view It, while another was almost sold to a roi- 
ector In Paris at the price of 20,000 francs. For- 
tunately, for this gentleman, the specimen re- 
ceived so much publicity that its spurlousnoss 


as discovered at the last tr.inule. 
With the oufbreak ot th:: Kvropcan war. Baron
